Tun old rnmor, revampod from time to time,
that New Yorkers were buying nup Pennsyl.
vania Railroad stoock has recently been re-
peated in an nnusually emphatio form, and it
derives a certain air of plansibility from the
faot that eight thousand shares, formerly
owned by the city of Philadelphia, were re-
eontly sold in ome lot to Golhamite pnr-
ohasers. T'hat snch sales shounld veour i3 not
at all extraordinary. New York is a greal
railway share markot, and when her specula-
tors are tired of buying and selling worthless
or overpriced stocks, it is not surprising
that they should invest in the shares of the
Ponngylvania Railrond Company, which, if we
congider the vasl amount of its properly and
the brillinncy of its prospects, are much
oheaper than the stock of the New York
through lines. It is alleged, however, that a
deeper molive than that of finding a profit-
able investment or a promising speculation
bhas prompted some of the late purchases,
and that a soheme is on foot to gobble up a
controlling interest in the Pennsvlvania Rail-
road, to revolutionize its management, and to
run it hereafter exclnsively in the interests of
the city of New York. We fancy thatthis danger
is somewhat remote, and that it has not yet
become neoessary to sound very londly the
tocsin of alarm, It is possible, in an age
when Asa Packer owns half of ths Lehigh
Valley, whoen a controlling interest in the
Reading Railroad is held by a very small
number of persons, when Vanderbilt is
oredited with the virtual ownership of the
New York Central, when Fisk and Gould have
bagged the New York and Erie, that a small
knet of speculators may aspire to the control

of the Pennsylvania Central; buat we
opine that they will have quite
a good time in securing  pos-
gsession of a majority of its stock. If,

however, by any combination of accidents,
such a transfer should be effecled, it is con-
jectured by some alavmists that Pailadsl-
phia will speedily and inevitably be ruined.
We must confess, however, that we soarcoly
understand why our merchants shonld tremble
in their boots over the transactions of the
stock market. All railways are ran now,
like most other modern institutions,
to make money; and the ochief differ-
ence between them is that while
one olass is managed for the beneft
of the stockhelders, another class is
managed mainly for the peonniary benefit of
the officers or managers, and another olass in
part for the enrichment of the officers and in
part for the enrichment of the stockholders,
If the Pennsylvania Railroad shoald fall into
the possession of speculators of the Fisk
and Gould stamp, stockholders might sigh in
vain for dividends; while if Vanderbilt bonght
a ocoantrolling interest,ghis fellow-stockholders
might have their interests as well protected
as at present, But so far as the business

commmunity of this ecity is concerned,
the day seems to have gone
forever when their gpacial interests

eould be paramount objects of solicitnde
either with the present managers of the Penn-
sylvania Railroad or their poscible sncceasors.
The railrond company bas in time past, and
will probably in time to come, do what it
thinks best for itself, acoommodating Phila.
delpbia merchants as far as the business de-
rived from them can be made asource of
profit, but manifesting equal, or, if possitile,
oven greater, readiness to accomwodate the

merchants of Baltimore and New York., The
great substratum of the  pros.
perity of the Tennsylvania Railroad

ia the local trade and truvel between Phila-
delphia and Pittsburg. 'This of itzell affords
a sure and magnificent income; and the
numerons through-trads projects which ex.
tend beyond the confines of this Common.
wealth derive their greatest vitality from the
act that they make the Penusylvavia Rail
road a formidable competitor for the through
business of New York and Baltimore as wall
as that of Philadelphia. In this sense the
Pennsylvania IRailroad has been for years
managed in a wetropelitan spirit; and if
A change in its managewent oconrs, we pre-
sume Lhat this portion of its poliey would not
be materially modified, The merchants of
Philadelphia bhave wwde many complaints of
the indisposition of the exisling mauagement
of the Pennsylvania Railroad to exhibit spe-
cial regard for their interests, and they ave
even now anxious to seenre a reform in seve-
ral matters connected with freight chargos,
g0 that, if their special wants cannot be
better served, they will care comparatively
little how soon our giant railways becoma,
like all other smaller corporations, the prize
of the highest and beat bidder in the open

stock maerket. The present management
will scarcely be sustained through thick snd
thin as an indispensable adjonet of Philadel!-

phia interests unlesa it shows a desper anl a
more exclusive devotion to the special inte.
realn of this city than it has hitherto dis-

ed. Where the welfare of the road
d the interests of Philadel.

THE SENTENCE OF HANILON,
Ox Saturday the case of John Hanlon, con-
vieled of the murder of Mary Mohrman, was
settled by the conrt refusing the motion for
a new trinl; and by Judge Ludllow pro-
nouncing the death sentence. The opinion
of the court upon the several points presented
by the prisoner’s counsel in their demand for
a new trial completely exposed their fal-
lacy, and no one can read the doonment and
not acknowledge that the judges were in.
gpired with an earncst desire to see impar-
tial justice done, er that Hanlon did not have
a fair trial, in which his guilt was most con-
clusively proved. The orime of which Han-
lon was convioted was so horrible and so dis-
graceful to homan  natore that nothe
ing but the denth penalty oan be
A proper expialion for it. 8Sunch a wretoh is
not fit to live, and the miserable melodramatie
displuy which he atlempled befere and after
the death sentenos oould only have the affect
of increasing the contempt that every man
and woman in the city musat feel for him, in
spite of his fearful situation. The death
sentence ms pronounced by
wans one of the most elognent and impressive
over heard in any court, and if Hanlon is not
altogethor a brute, it shonld have effect of in-
ducing bim to prepare for his inevilable
doom. The discovery of this criminal and
the manner of his conviction, no less than
the horrible offense of which he is guilty,
meke his cnse one of the most
remarkable in our ecriminal anoals: and
remembering, as our citizens must, the poor
little child who was his innocent vietim,
they eannot but feel a satisfaction in know-
ing that the hand of justice has been heavily
laid upon him, and that his punishment will
be an example to other evil doers, The de-
tection and prompt punishment of such an
offcnder ns Hanlon, in spite of the mystery
that enshronded his erime, will most certainly
have a wholesome effect in restraining the
ruffianly instinets of other brutal scoundrels
who might be disposedto follow his example;
and dreadfnl as is the punishment that awaits
him, it will be Do more than he bas merited,
and no wmpre than will be sufficient to furnish

an example that others will be disposed to |

heed,

ADVERTISED LEITERS.
ConsiprnanLe eause for complaint has existed
for n long time past at the difioulty that fro-
quently exisfs in parties vtho are entitled to
them obtaining advertised letlters from the
Post Office. On applying at the window, por-
sons who have the bast reasons for believing
that letters advertised in their namoes are in-
tended for them are often informed that
they are too late, as earlier claimants have
already appeared. We beliave that the Post
Office regn'ations with rogard to this matter
provide as many safeguards as are possible
without creating serious inconvenienca to
the public, and that the clerks, by asking
from what points letters are expected and

other  pertinent  questions, endeavor
to prevent any mistakes  from
being  perpetrated. It is  obvions,

however, that in spite of these precautions
advertised lettera can frequently be obtained
by improper persons, and thers is reason to
believe tha! rogues of both soxes make a
regular business of answering the Posat-Office
advertisements of uncalled-for letters, The
number of scamps engaged in this particular
line of thieving cannot, comparatively speak-
ing, be very large, and the probabilities are
that the business is not carried on extensively,
exeept by a very few individuals, Unless an
advertised letler is expected to contain money,
or is of very great importance, the safferer
will not be likely to make any complaint to
the Post-Office authorities, or go to the trou-
ble and ionconvenience of instituting an in-
vestigntion; and the consequence is that the
extent of the evil is not fally recognized,
The matter is one thal ought to be
looked into, however, and so efficient a Post-
master as General Bingham will, wa are sure,
take the proper steps to pnt a check upon a
serious nuisance now that his attention has
been called to it. If, as we suppose, Lhe
principal offendersare few in number, it onght
not to be a very difficult matter fora skilful
detective to “‘spot” some of them at least,
and if one or two of the thieves were caught
in the act of cobtaining letters that did not
belong to them, and were properly punished,
there wonld probatly be very little canse for
complaint in the future, especially if & suita.
ble amount of vigilance were to be exercised
by the clerks and tho detective to prevent the
nuisance from obiaining any oxtensive pro-

portions,
